The entire German cabinet 
resigned today and the res- 
ignation was accepted by 
.President Von Hindenberg. 


The resignation was not 


unexpected. All day reports 
had 
circulated 
that

chancellor would step out, per- 
haps taking the whole cabinet 
with him. 
At the. conclusion of a cabinet 
meeting this morning it was said 
that no decision on the advisabil- 
ity of resigning had been reached 
but early this afternoon the chan- 


: cellor called upon the president and 
it was expected that he would in- 
dicate his willingness to retire. 
Opposition by all but two smali 
parties in the reichstag dictated 
the retirement of this government.

It 
was generally believed that the 
chancellor will talk with the pres- 
ident before deciding upon his 
next moVe.

Since the

lowed the dissolution the opposi- 
tion has increased. With the -sup- 
port of only the nationalists and 
the populists the government can 
count on only ten per cent of 
the Reichstag. 
The National Socialists, the Cen- 
trists, the Bavarians and all the 
others form the o^poistion. These 
parties have refused to negotiate 
with the chancellor, removing the 
possibility of his governing by 
toleration.

Jordan was slain near midnight. 
He and Miss Emma Danke, 25, 
were sitting in an automobile in 
front of a friend's home when the 
robber appeared. Jordan evidenc- 
ed intention of resisting the hold- 
up and was shot and ki\led. The 
slayer J! led. 
A half hour, later the killer 


opened the door of the car in 
which Miss Henry and 
James 


Guisinger, 23, were, sitting irf front 
of the girl's home. He warned 
them, they said, that he had ,1ust 
shot and killed a man who had 
resisted him. 
The bandit entered the jiar and 
compelled Guisinger to drive into 
an alley. 
There he tied Guinsin- 
ger's hands and feet, tossed him 
into the rumble seat. He then. 
gagged the girl and attacked her, 
she said. 


Compelling the girl to drive the 


car, he pushed Guinsinger 
out 


a few blocks away, and • left 'him 
lying in the street. 
Guinsinger 
worked himself loose and notified' 
the police. 


Miss Henry was kept in the car. 
The bandit, covering her with his 
pistol, forced her to drive the car 
throughout the South Side. Sever- 
al times, she said, they heard tho 
scream of sirens of police cars 
nearby, but the gunman merely 
compelled her to drive faster. Af- 
ter several hours of dodging pur- 
suit, tha gunman told her to drive 
to her home.

The clause of the constitution 
amended 
heretofore 
empowered 


the convention to deny a voice to 
churches not in accord, but the' 
new version permits the conven- 
ton to remove an individual mes- 
senger without disturbing the rep- 
resentatian 
of 
a 
co-operating 


church. 


Just 
before 
the 
amendment 
came up for a vote, the R'ev. Sam 
Morris, of the First Baptist chhrch 
of Stamford, elbowed his way to 
a front seat, carrying a large meg- 
aphone. The Rev. Mr. Morris yes- 
terday had been refused recogni- 
tion as he sought to put motions 
criticizing activities of some of 
the convention affiliates, especially 
action of Baylor University in in- 
viting Kirby Page of New York 
to deliver the commencement ad- 
dress last June at Maylor Univer- 
sity. 
A minute before the amendment 
was presented for ratification, Rev.

Unanimous approval of plans to participate in efforts

Mrs. Roosevelt, the baby's grand- 
mother, arrived frtfm Albany by 
train shortly before 7 o'clock to 
be with her daughter-in-law. Aft- 
er teaching school the frist three 
days of the week, Mrs. Roosevelt 
had gone to Albany last night to 
b« .wiJA the governor. 


After the roll-call and reading

As an alter- 
native suggestion, he stated that 
stop buttons would be used to re- 
place the lines at a cost of $6.50 
per button or a total cost of $182, 
and the signal lights could be dis- 
pensed with.

streets be made boulevard streets, 
the 
intersections of 
the 
cross 
streets equipped with stop buttons 
and the lights eliminated. After 
some discussion it was agreed to 
leave the turns at street intersec- 
tions as at present, with no lefl 
turns on Beaon between Third 
and seventh avenues and left turns 
allowed on Main and i Commerce 
streets. The suggestion was adopt- 
ed unanimously on roll call. The 
matter was then referred to the 
ordinance Committee for their at- 
tention in revising the city stat- 
utes to meet the need conditions 


Chief of Police Will S. Knight 
was asked to appear before the 
commission and voiced the opin- 
ion that traffic could be handled

BALANCING DUDGET 


ALL OVER AGAIN IS 
FACING GOVERNMENT

Faced by need for extraordinary 
efforts to balance the budget, ex 
ecutlve, legislative and adminis 
trative branches of the 
govern 
ment each in its way today wa 
busy devising avenues of aid. 
President 
Hoover, already en 
grossed in the war debt issue tha 
soon must be faced had an ap 
polntment in the afternoon with 
J. CVawson Roop, the director o 
the budget, whose office has been 
studying the situation for months 
At the treasury, where Secretary 


Mills has gathered the latest in 
formation available to help th 
President with his annual mea 
sage to congress, figures today 
showed the deficit as of Novembe 
16 had passed $709,000,000. 
Since July 1 expenditures hav 
approached $1,342,000,000. 
At the capltol, the house ap- 
propriations 
committee 
got 
to 


work on the first of the annual 
mtfney bills to keep the govern- 
ment running. All of these have 
to be debated in the short session 
Impending. 
Chairman Byrns* predicted the 
treasury 
and 
postoffice 
depart- 
ment, funds for which are being 
reviewed first, will be allotted less 
than the $1,056,000,000 allowed last 
year. 
Although no official information 


was given for quotation, it was 
said that the administration had 
told congress during the last ses- 
sion that expenditures must be 
cut $350,000,000 below the budget 
figures, and 
that 
expenditures 
which had been authorized by 
congress would cause the expen- 
diture of more than

EQUALITY IN ARMS 
IS PROPOSED DEFORE 


, SESSIONJN GENEVA 


WOULD ALLOWGERMANYTO 
HAVE SAME KIND ARMA- 
MENTS AS OTHER NATIONS 


GENEVA; NOV. 17.—(#) 


—The British foreign 
sec- 


retary, Sir John Simoti, pro- 
posed to the world disarm- 
iment conference today that 
the 
German 
demand for 


arms equality be satisfied 
by 
allowing 
the reich to 
lave the same kind of armaments 
as other nations. 


The British government also pro- 
posed as a part of a scheme to 
solve the equality problem that all 
the European states join in a sol- 
emn affirmation that under no cir- 
cumstances will they attempt to 
solve any present or future dif- 
ferences among them by f.o,rce. 
Sir John declared the Hniltation 
of Germany's armaments (Should 
be contained in the same Disarm- 
ament convention which. aeflnea 
limitations on the armameflts of 
others.

"The object of the dlsarmasne: 
conference," Sir John said, "\ 
bring about the maximum of pi 
tlve disarmament that 
can 
agreed upon—not to authorize 
the name of equality increai 
armament strength. 
/' 


"Furthermore, the realization 
practice of the principle of equal- 
ity cannot be achieved ' all 
at 
at once." 


The Italian delegate announced 
Italy was supporting the British 
stand on equality, and President 
Arthur Henderson 
praised 
the 
suggestion, expressine

Germany would soon rejoin tha 
conference. 


The French delegate, Rene Mae- 
slgli, then announced France stood 
by its proposals of Monday for 
conscript armies in Europe ,an,i 
an equality of basis In armaments. 
In 
acknowledging 
Germany's 
right, to the same kind of arma- 
ments as others have, Sir John, 
said he was speaking of kinds 
of arms and not amounts, for "this 
latter question must separately and 
subsequently treated." 


Way For Return. 
American official quarters gava 
the opinion that the British pro- 
posals ought to be sufficent to 
prepare the way for Germany's 
return to the conference if th« 
Germans sincerely wish a disarma- 
ment agreement. 
Norman Davis,

American 
representative, recalled the long 
months of the disarmament con- 
ference and its scanty results. He 
said the delegates were in Geneva 
to reduce armaments

would go far to relieve the crisis.

With handbills bearing the an- 
nouncement, "The Ku Klux Klan 
, Rides Again," the 
sixteen men 
planted a fiery cioss on the lawn 
of the home of Dave Milder, rush- 
ed Into the house, cowed its occu- 
pants with draw revolvers, beat 
them with clubs and sections of 
rubber hose and attempted to kid- 
nap them, police reported. 
Police riot squads, summoned 
by residents of the neighborhood, 
surrounded the place and arrest- 
ed the alleged Klansmen. 
Three of the communists requir- 
ed hospital attention. Others were 
less severely beaten. 
Milder was 
treated for scalp lacerations; his 
son, 
Sam, for a broken shoulder, 
and Carl Kirchner.

ELECTION TEXAS 


DALLAS, Nov. 17.—(/P)—Previous 
presidential 
election voting re- 


cords in Texas already have been 
shattered 
and the tabulation of 
ballots cast in last week's gener- 
al election proceeded today to- 
ward a new high in Texas an- 
nals. 


The Texas Election Bureau an- 


nounced last night ' that a tab- 
ulation of votes from 236 of the 
state's 254 counties, with 161 com- 
pleted, showed a total vote of 
771.616, compared to the previous 
recdrd of 720,835 in the general 
election in 1928. 
Both of these 
totals, however, are far below the 
900,000 or more cast in the Dem- 
ocratic primaries. 
In this latest tabulation, Mrs. 
Miriam 
A. Ferguson, successful 
Democratic candidate for govern- 
or, had 477,697 votes and Orville 
Bullington, her Republican oppon- 
ent, 
293,147. 


Dr. George C. Butte, whom Mrs. 
Ferguson defeated for the Govern- 
orship in 1924, polled 294,970, the 
largest vote a Republican candi- 
date had received .in Texas since 
reconstruction days.

election,

making this mandatory in state 
election years following an elec- 
tion in which a party polls more 
than 100,000 votes for governor.

As for air armaments, Sir John 
said: "We propose the entire aboli- 
tion by international agreements 
of military and naval machines 
and of bombing (apart from the 
use of such machies as are neces- 
sary for police purposes in out- 
lying places) combined with ef-

civil aviation. 


"Immediate 
reduction. of

forces is also proposed, leading 
the powers to the level of those 
of Great Britain, f..en a one-third 
cut all round of the air forces 
of the world thus reduced, Great 
Britain's included; and the limita- 
tion of the unlado- weight of mili- 
tary aircraft. 


Reorganization Plan. 
"Regarding effectives, we pro- 


pose the admission in principle

FRENCH ARMAMENT 


PLAN 


The chief reason for the 


dearth of comment on the 
French armament limitation 
plan, announced by Premier 
Harriot in the chamber oJ 
deputies, is that it has not 
yet 
been fully explained 


and therefore can not be 
fully understood. Moreover 
the hints that M, Herriot has 
given do not mean the same 
thing to all nations. 


Apparently it would not 


affect our professional ar- 
my, nor that of Great Bri- 
tain ; but it would scrap the 
professional armies of Con- 
tinental Europe in favor o,1 
militia. Such a proposal is of 
intense interest to Germany, 
which has withdrawn from 
the arms limitation confer- 
ence in Geneva, and whom 
France -is trying to 
bring 


pack to these sessions. For 
it implies abandonment of 
the limitation of the Ger- 
man army imposed by the 
Treaty 
of Versailles, and 


would seem to permit Ger- 
many to have a militia force 
equal or superior to that of 
France. 
Of course, if the 


Briand-Kellogg Treaty is liv- 
ed up to, and if Great Brit- 
ain's professional army can 


relied on to guarantee 


;he Locarno safeguards, a 
non-professional 
m i l i t i a 


ought to be army enough for 
any Continental nation. 


But the scheme is further 


omplicated by the French 
demand that colonial arm- 
es remain professional; and 
;he French colonial army is 
arge. ' This demand seems 
a necessity for France, who 
s still engaged in the paci- 
'icatioii' of Morocco, and can 
lever tell when trouble may 
jreak out in her Asiatic and 
African 
possessions. 
But 


ermany has no colonies, 


ind therefore would not be 
ntitled to a colonial army. 
France used colonial troops 
and colonial labor in France 
d u r i n g the great 
war. 


Would she bind herself nev- 
er to do so again? And in a 
ife-and-death conflict, what 
would such an agreement be 
vorth. 


Then there is the guaran- 


y question. Certainly the 
United States is not going to 
write herself into any guar- 
anty treaty; and it is a ques- 
:ion how far Europe will ac- 
cept the statements of Sec- 
•etary Stimson as the con- 
firmed policy of this coun- 
ry. 
Another administra- 


tion might interpret the Bri- 
and-Kellogg Treaty differ- 
ently. There are plenty of 
Americans 
who 
say 
we 


should never have raised the 
question of the Briand-Kel- 
ogg Treaty in the Manchu-

FARMERS AS BOOK. 


KEEPERS. 


Farmers generally dp noi 


keep books. Their affairs oi 
business and living, of pro- 
ducing and consuming, are 
so mixed up that detailed 
bookkeeping becomes diffi- 
cult. 


In recent years, however, 


agricultural 
colleges have 


been trying to teach farm- 
ers a system of bookkeeping 
adapted to their needs. The 
agricultural department of 
Michigan State College de- 
vised such a system and per- 
suaded something more than 
a thousand-Michigan farm- 
ers to use it at the begin- 
ning of 1931. 
By the mid- 


dle of the summer quite a 
proportion 
of 
the 
farm 


bookkeepers appear to have 
run out of red ink and to 
given up in desair. 


But 925 pe"rservered and 


completed their accounts. A 
report summarizing results 
was issued recently by the 
farm management 
depart- 


ment of the college. 
It 


showed that 83.64 per cent 
of 
the 
925 bookkeeping 


farmers finished 1931 still 
in the red. They found that 
if they figured a 5 per cent 
interest charge on their cap- 
ital investment the average 
loss per farm was $676. If 
they forgot tbout the inter- 
est charge they could figure 
a small net income. The ac- 
tual difference between re- 
ceipts and total . operating 
expenses , for 
the 
y e a r 


amounted to an average of 
$117. This contrasts strong- 
ly with the $1,434 estimated

She still dwells 
in the same modest house, main- 
tained by her husband's salary, 
and- still does her 
own work. 


Moreover, she is still as active 
personally in good works as ever. 
But 
her benevolences, in these 


difficult days, have gone up by 
leaps and bounds, as her associ-

.. ot. She is one of God's stewards; 
and richer in her own life than 
in her bank account. 


The Enlarged Life 


Another instance" known to me 
rather dramatically illustrates how 
' stewardship enlarges a life and 
permits permanent success. I had 
a friend, a cotton manufacturer in 
the South, who came under the 
influence of the Laymen's Mis- 
sionary Movement. He began to 
give lavishly to the work of his 
church, at home and abroad. He 
established schools and equipped 
mission stations. His were prince- 
ly gifts. A few years ago he died. 
His son met with misfortune in 
business, and the family inherit- 
ance 
was 
completely dissipated. 


But my friend's investments in 
Christian service are still sound 
and productive. I know no better 
illustration 
of Wqsley's maxim 
"What I gave, I have." My friend's 
money is still working for him in 
Christian service around the world, 
although he ia gone, and the for- 


tune that h"e left has vanished. 
By his sense of 
stewardship, 


that man lifted himself out of his 
class as a mere rich man. Ha 
became a force in the world's 
progress. He enlarged his own sym- 
pathies and interests immeasur- 
ably. He himself became a part of 
far-flung 
enterprise. 
He 
took 


on a whole new set of human 
relationships. In his own personal- 
ity he became rich, 
There is a sense in which we 


annex new riches whenever "w: 
share. There are humble washer- 
women and day laborers who can 
speak possessively of "my mission- 
ary," "my orphan," "my student"; 
for they are permanent stockhold- 
ers in their investment of bounty. 
Money given thus yields a return 
in broadened interest and in spir- 
itual wealth.

A Watch-Doff at the Gate 


Ivike a wise and powerful watch- 


dog at the gate, the Bible prin- 
ciple of stewardship stands sen- 
tinel to guard the soul. Long, long 
ago, Moses wrote a passage wV-^ 
Is part of our Lesson text: "Be- 
ware 
lest 
when 
thou hast 


eaten and art full, and hast built 
goodly houses, and dwelt therein; 
and when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy silver and thy 
gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast had multiplied; then 
thine heart be lifted 
up, and 


thou forget the Lord thy God." 
It is a fair deduction from as- 


sembled scriptures to say that God 
is more concerned with the giver 
than with gift. He wants us to 
be stewards of money and of life, 
because He cares first of all for 
our own souls. When Jesus bade 
the rich young man to sell all 
that he had and give to the poor, 
He was thinking less of the man's 
money than of the man himself. 
When a person holds his posses- 
sions only in the consciousness 
that he is a trustee, then 'his re- 
lationship is right toward both his 
money and his God. A complete 
sense of sacredness is imparted tp 
living when this basic truth of 
stewardship is accepted and prac- 
ticed. Kich human lives are one 
of the goals of God.
